21 killed in attack on airport 


ROME (UPI) - In one of their 
bloodiest attacks, Arab guerrillas 
shot up a departure lounge at 
Leonardo da Vinci airport today, 
bombed 
a 
Pan 
American 
jet, 
burning to death many of its 
passengers, then hijacked a West 
German jetliner to Athens. 
Pan American World Airways 
said at least 21 persons were killed 
in the attack and a shootout at 
Leonardo da Vinci International 
airport. Most of the victims burned 
to death in the grenade assault that 
destroyed the Pan Am 707 jetliner. 
After landing at Athens, the 
guerrillas killed one of their Italian 
hostages in an attempt to force the 
Greek government to free two 
Palestinaian guerrillas held for an 
airport attack in Athens last Aug. 5. 
The guerrillas said they will kill one 
hostage every 45 minutes until their 
demands are met. 


One 
of 
the 
dead was 
an 
unidentified 
American who got 
caught 
in a crossfire during 
a 
shootout on the runway, airport 
officials said. 


Pan

officials said 
57 
passengers and nine crew members 
were aboard the plane at the time of 
the attack and “a lot” of those on 
board were Americans. The officials 
said four Moroccan ministers of 
state were also aboard the plane at 
the time of the attack. Their fate 
was not certain. 


Coming almost on the eve of new 
Geneva talks for peace between the 
Arabs and Israelis in the Middle 
East, the attack was one of the 
worst since Arab guerrilla action 
began. Twenty-six persons were 
killed in the assault on Lod airport in 
Tel Aviv on May 30, 1972, and 17 


persons killed in the Sept. 5, 1972 
attack on the Israeli quarters in 
Olympic village in Munich. 
The 
hijacked 
twin-engine 
Lufthansa Boeing 737 landed at 
Athens international airport at 5:05 
p.m. (10:05 a.m. EST) and parked 
about three-quarters of a mile from 
the terminal. 
The Arabs demanded the Greek 
government free two guerrillas 
jailed for an attack on Athens 
airport last August, airport sources 
said. Control tower officials said the 
guerrillas 
also 
asked 
for 
ambulances to remove wounded 
from the plane. 


Police armed with submachine 
guns surrounded the airport. West 
German Ambassador Dirk Onken 
met with Greek security officers in 
the terminal. 
Control tower sources said the 


guerrillas 
gave 
the 
Greek 
government 9(1 minutes deadline to 
turn over the prisoners, arrested for 
a pistol and hand grenade attack 
Aug. 5 which killed four persons. 
The government said it needed 
two hours to discuss the demands. 
The guerrillas said a hostage would 
be shot to death and thrown out of 
the aircraft, if the demand was not 
met. 
A Pan American spokesman in 
New York said the flight did not 
originate in New York as scheduled 
but rather in Rome. Because bad 
weather delayed the departure of 
flight 110 from New York to Rome, 
the airline designated another flight 
110— the one leaving Rome for 
Beirut and Tehran 
The original flight number 110 
arrived in Rome from New York as 
the other plane was blown up. It 
landed at Rome’s Ciampino Airport.

Police officers 
reject city's 
contract proposal

The unanimous rejection Friday 
night by the 30 member Lompoc 
Police Officers Association of a 
latest city contract package brings 
the LPOA abreast of the Lompoc 
City Employees Association, a 25 
member group, at a dead stand-off 
with the city administration. 
Each 
group 
represents 
all 
employes in their classifications. 
City 
negotiators 
may 
receive 
further guidance from Lompoc’s 
governing panel tomorrow night at a 
regular meeting of the Lompoc City 
Council. 
The length of the terms of the 
contracts and amounts of scheduled 
salary 
increases 
remain 
the 
c o n te s te d 
p o in ts 
in 
both 
negotiations. 
According to a spokesman for 
LCEA, which turned down a latest 
city offer to that group Dec. 11, the 
administration has insisted on a 
three-year 
term 
of 
contract 
“without the protection of full cost- 
of-living salary increases.’’ 
But LCEA members consider a 
two-year 
contract 
the 
longest 
acceptable 
term 
under 
present 
proposals. 


According 
to 
Peggy 
Jackson, 
association president, under the 
latest city proposal, the majority of 
her group would receive a 2 per cent 
wage increase Jan. 5 with an 
additional 2 per cent in July, “ in 
essence receiving only a 4 per cent 
total over a 12 month period ” 


She said that figures supplied by 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor reflect 
that the increase in the cost of living 
from October 1972 to October 1973 
has been at a rate of 6.8 per cent. 


Most employes represented by 
LCEA, Ms. Jackson detailed, earn 
between $500 and $700 monthly. 
Under the city’s latest proposal, she 
said, 
an 
employe earning $601 
monthly would take home only $6.59 
more per month while having to 
spend $40.87 more per month to 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - William 
E. Simon, the nation’s energy chief, 
reassured farmers today they need 
have no worry that they will get all 
the gasoline, propane and fuel oil 
they need to harvest or process their 
crops. 
“If 
the 
farmers, 
dairymen, 
livestock raisers and commercial 
fishermen are going to provide the 
increased production they have been 
asked to produce next year, they 
must get the fuel they need to do the 
job,” Simon said. 
While fuel allocations already 
announced contain provisions that 
agriculture 
would 
get 
priority 


treatment, Simon issued the new 
assurance in a prepared speech to 
an agricultural outlook conference 
sponsored 
by 
the 
Agriculture 
Department. 
On another subject, Simon said it 
would be “pure speculation” to 
predict how high the cost of gasoline 
will go in this country. There have 
been some forecasts that it will 
reach $1 or more a gallon in a few 
months. 


Simon said in an interview this 
morning on the NBC-TV Today Show 
that it was impossible at this time to 
make a forecast with any degree of 


accuracy because of such variables 
as crude oil prices and consumer 
demand. 


“To speculate, and it would be 
pure speculation, on where the 
market price is going to be for 
gasoline 
next 
year is difficult 
because there are just too many 
things that could happen between 
now and then,” Simon said. 


On farm needs, Simon said: 
“There is no question that farmers 
will have to contribute to energy 
conservation, just like other sectors 
of the economy. However, I believe

“Given the above facts, it is 
obvious that the city’s salary offer 
does not represent a realistic salary

to

indicated “ At this point LCEA feels 
it has exhausted all possible avenues 
to resolve the impasse and reach an 
agreement with the administration 
Therefore.

Though not on tomorrow’s council 
agenda, this encounter could come 
in a council executive session 
The offer rejected Friday by the 
LFOA was another three year city 
proposal, calling for a 5 per cent 
salary raise on Jan. 4 next year to be 
followed by a 3.5 per cent raise in 
November and, according to BPOA 
President Chuck Ryan, a maximum 
of 5.5 per cent cost-of-living hike for 
the second and third years 
The police officers don’t want a 
three-year contract, 
Ryan said, 
because they feel it would bind their 
wages 
through 
an 
economic 
situation no one can now accurately 
predict. 
As for next year, the officers want 
a full 6 per cent increase early in the 
year with a 2.5 per cent hike in July, 
1974 In the second year, they want 
the 5.5 per cent cost of living 
increase to be a minimum, not a 
maximum, so that any further 
flights of inflation or the cost of 
living could be absorbed 
“The city determined through a 
survey that we were 8.5 per cent 
below other departments,” Ryan 
said. It would take an 8 5 per cent 
increase in salary in January to 
bring 
Lompoc 
police 
officers 
salaries up to the average of other 
departments, he said. But by then 
the other departments, many of 
them, would also be in negotiations. 
“We just don’t feel that we want 
to decrease our demands anymore 
than we already have because we 
flat didn’t start out with that many 
in the beginning,” Ryan spoke for 
the policemen. 
Truckers get only sympathy

Independent truck drivers who have blocked highways and staged a work 
stoppage to protest having to drive slower with more expensive fuel have 
gained recognition and sympathy from the government, but so far, little 
else. 
Secretary of Transportation Claude S. Brinegar said the truck drivers 
“have got our attention and we are working on their problems,” but at 
week’s end the Senate approved a nation-wide speed limit of 55 miles an hour 
despite truckers’ complaints that they bum more fuel at lower speeds. 
Sen Jennings Randolph, D-W Va., who helped write the bill, said senators 
considered setting a higher speed for trucks but decided “ the appearance of 
preferential treatment could undermine all energy . ” 
Michael Parkhurst of Los Angeles, editor of Overdrive magazine and one 
of the leaders of the truckers’ strike, said despite Brinegar’s statement, 
“No progress has been made.”

Strikers ignore court order 


D ETRO IT (U P I) — Despite a federal court injunction 
forbidding a strike, truck drivers, warehousemen and dock 
workers went on strike today, and set up picket lines that 
stopped delivery of food supplies to 400 supermarkets that 
serve 4 75 million consumers 


The walkout came three hours after U.S. District Judge 
Thomas 
P 
Thornton issued the Sunday injunction. 
Supermarket managers had warned a strike could “ cause 
irreparable harm” to Detroit area residents. 


A meeting was scheduled today with federal mediators 
and the two sides indicated they will attempt to resolve the 
conflict that is affecting 80 per cent of the supermarkets in 
the Detroit area 


About 150 of the 2,000 members of Teamster Local 337 
were at the 94-acre Allied Supermarket complex, a large 


warehouse in suburban Livonia. Other pickets were 
reported at Kroger, Chatham, Great Scott and Wngley 
warehouses. 


Store managers said they had been stockpiling for the 
past several days in anticipation of the strike, but indicated 
they believe their extra stock would not last long. 


Thornton’s injunction Sunday came as thousands of 
panicky shoppers in the nation’s fourth largest city crowded 
into supermarkets in an effort to stockpile food supplies on 
the eve of the holiday season 
“ This is the worst possible time for something like this to 
happen,” said Dan Carpenters, vice president of Borman 
Foods, Inc., which operates 87 Farmer Jack Stores. “ With 
the holidays right around the comer and people buying 
heavily already, we expect very serious shortages to 
develop almost immediately.”

panel in San Francisco on

The court will hear argu­ 
ments later this term and 
issue a written opinion 
The program was first 
proposed in 1946 when Earl

Council to discuss nuisances 


In an abbreviated regular meeting tomorrow night the 
Lompoc City Council will hold a public hearing on a variety 
of possible public nuisance areas throughout the city and 
will formally give notice of a general municipal election 
The election will fall on March 5, and will fill three seats 
on the five member city council Mayor E. C. Stevens, a 
first term incumbent, was the first candidate to file 
nomination papers Friday. Five other candidates who have 
taken out nomination papers remain, among them, also 
first term incumbent, Sol Lefkowitz, JM Engineer Fred 
Bock, former councilwoman Charlotte Benton, the Rev. 
Eugene Ashlock and VAFB technical analyst Walter Smith. 
All council candidates have until Dec. 27 to take out and 
file nomination papers for the council election with the city 
clerk’s office at city hall, 119 West Walnut Ave. 
In the public hearing, the council will consider unilateral 
action on 12 public nuisance areas, eye sores or health or 
fire hazards to the public. Only three of the 12 are on 
property owned by local residents and all owners involved 
have failed to respond to requests for compliance with city 
codes from the Community Development Department. 
In other business the council will: 
—Consider a request for an appointment to a commission 
on aging 
— Receive a letter of resignation from city beautification 
commissioner Harry Jones.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ever since a White House 
spokesman announced that President Nixon may take a 
train instead of a plane to Florida to set an example of fuel- 
saving. newsmen and railroad buffs have been trying to 
figure out just how much fuel — if any — will be saved. 
A little arithmetic shows that any saving would be slight 
An Amtrak spokesman said that because all the Florida 
trains are filled to capacity at this time of the year, Nixon 
will ride in a separate eight-car second section which will 
travel behind the regularly scheduled passenger train 
The President’s separate train will require its own diesel 
engines, each of which bums fuel at the rate of 1.5 to 2 
gallons per mile. Railroad sources say at least two diesel 
engines, and possibly three, would be needed to haul the 
presidential train 
Assuming that each diesel unit bums fuel at the 
minimum rate of 1.5 gallons a mile, the trip of 1,178 miles 
from Washington to Miami using two engines would 
consume slightly more than 3,500 gallons of diesel fuel

Findings of the survey, which involved the sending of 330 
questionnaires to parents of Montecito Union school 
children, include the following: 
— The response was two to one in favor of making 
available a separate beach for nude bathers. 
— But by a margin of almost 3 to 1, those responding felt 
a restrictive ordinance should be enacted irrespective of 
sexual motives or conduct, declaring it a public nuisance 
and unlawful in areas open to the public or exposed to 
public view. 
— Also by a 5 to 1 margin, the people who said they felt a 
separate nudist beach should be set up added that they 
wouldn’t make use of it.

Asked for an example of 
how we could have profited 
from an earlier advent of 
fuel shortages, Goodcrunch 
cited the Vietnam war. 
“ The 
war dragged on 
three or four years longer 
than 
necessary 
because 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
and 
Richard Nixon couldn’t find 
an honorable way to end it 
any sooner,’’ he said. 
“ Had we then been in the 
midst of an energy crisis, 
they could have announced 
they 
were 
stopping 
the 
bombing and bringing the 
troops 
home 
to 
save 
gasoline.’’ 
I 
told 
Goodcrunch his 
point was well taken but the 
fact remains that we had 
plenty of fuel in those days. 
“ Certainly,” said Good­ 
crunch. “ That is exactly 
what I mean by a lack of 
intelligent 
planning. 
It 
didn’t have to be that way. ” 
“ How could the energy’ 
crisis have developed any 
sooner?” 
I 
protested. 
“ We’ve been wasting our 
fuel 
reserves and 
other 
natural resources as fast as 
humanly possible.” 
Goodcrunch narrowed his 
eyes. “ That’s the kind of 
stereotyped thinking that 
has gotten us into all this 
trouble,” he snapped. 
Stabbing 
me 
in 
the 
sternum with an emphatic 
forefinger, he said “ Johnson 
or Kennedy or one of those 
presidents should have had 
the vision to recognize that 
an energy crisis was in the 
national interest. 
“ If our leaders had been 
on the ball, they could have 
provoked the Arabs into 
cutting off our oil imports 
long before now.“ 
I 
agree 
the 
State 
Department 
conceivably 
could have come up with 
some means of offending 
the Arabs, it shouldn’t have 
had to wait around for 


another Middle East war to 
precipitate an oil embargo 
But that’s all water over 
the dam now 
Let’s just 
thank our lucky stars the 
energy crisis occurred in 
time to save us from further 
ruinous 
progress

Mission zoning 


Citizens sitting these days as planning 
commissioners 
are 
subject 
to 
many 
unwarranted criticisms and such is the 
case 
with 
our 
County 
Planning 
Commission in regards to zoning matters 
in proximity to La Purisima Mission. 
Under mandate by State law to make the 
County’s general plan consistent with 
zoning ordinances and vice versa, the 
planning 
commission 
in 
September 
reco m m en d ed 
f i v e - a c r e 
g e ne ra l 
agricultural zoning for lands fronting the 
Mission across Lompoc-Casmalia Road. 
Current zoning is half-acre on 72 of the 
acres involved and suburban agricultural 
zoning, 
allowing 
one 
acre 
minimum 
building sites, on the remaining 409 acres. 


This action is criticized, however, as a 
move toward urbanization of lands near 
the Mission. 


We can understand the concern of the 
critics in the protection of not only 
Lompoc Valley’s greatest asset, but one of 


the State’s as well, but we ponder just how 
much 
zoning 
protection 
the 
Mission 
property requires. La Purisima Mission 
property contains more than 950 acres, 
very few of which are enjoyed by the 
public. How much bordering property 
must be subject to highly restrictive 
zoning in order to protect the 950 acres? 
The commission has now instructed the 
County planning staff to conduct an in- 
depth study of the agricultural aspects of 
La 
Purisima 
Mission 
in 
relation 
to 
protecting 
the 
integrity of 
the State 
historical park from possible urbanization. 
Five-acre general agricultural zoning 
does allow, as the critics point out, 
undesirable agricultural uses such as 
cattle feed pens, hog ranches or poultry 
farms. It is our hope that the ordered study 
will 
compromise 
this 
problem 
with 
retention of five-acre zoning and the more 
r e s t r i c t i v e 
l i m i t e d 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
designation. This, we believe, would be 
consistent.

Obviously, against this backdrop, 
Goldwater’s strong opening gambit 
would have to include some words 
like these. 
“Mr. President, I’m sure you 
understand 
that

request not as your enemies, but as 
your friends.” 
How would this vital plea be 
received? This is the judgment of 
one of my most trusted Nixon 
watchers: 
“Right 
away, 
these 
‘friends’ 
would become his enemies. He 
would do it diplomatically, but he 
would refuse the request to resign. 


He would walk away from the 
meeting as quickly as he could.” 
And, 
adds 
this 
source, 
this 
response 
would 
be 
roughly 
duplicated by the President no 
m atter 
what 
other 
kind 
of 
resignation appeal were made to 
him from whatever quarter. 
Is this intended to suggest there 
are no conditions at all under which 
Richard Nixon would resign? 
The answer I am given is that 
there is one commanding set of 
circumstances which could produce 
that result. The word: 
“If impeachment proceedings in 
the House not only get started but 
move clearly toward a negative vote 
for the President, he might very 
well choose to halt the process by 
quitting then, rather that waiting for 
the Senate to weigh the charges as a 
jury.” 
The escape hatch, of course, 
would be health. More than once Mr. 
Nixon has said he would serve “so 
long as I am physically able.” It’s 
plain he can use the hatch any time 
he wishes, but he has no “friend” on 
earth who can compel him to use it 
while he still controls the situation.

Emile founded Lompoc’s first 
press club on Dec. 7, 1960, not long 
after national news crews started 
rolling in for the first launches at 
the burgeoning complex. 
There’s no telling how many of the 
critical course decisions or fateful 
idea s 
defining 
this 
c i t y ’s 
relationship to the giant base took 
flight through a vinous haze or 
impacted as firm policy right there 
on the dusty Valley Club stairs, in 
the grainy hours of the morning, 
long after the Press Club meeting 


and the Valley Club bar had closed 
up. in the rocket racket heydays of 
the early 1960s 


In 
those 
earlv 
tribal 
circles 
squatted 
Record 
Publisher 
Ken 
Adam, then Record reporter Dick 
Anderson, then Record News editor 
and now Mayor E. C. Stevens.

Genest

parade. She did some blossoming of 
her own, all the way from the Vets 
Memorial to Ryon park from an 
open convertible. 
Emile 
rendered 
a 
brief 
but 
eloquent sketch of those Kennedy 
years in the valley in a story 
published in the Lompoc Centennial 
history booklet, which will come out 
this week. In fact, he came up with 
the book’s title — “Lompoc: The 
First 100 Years ” 
It may be remembered also that 
Genest was in the mid 60s the 
chairman 
of 
the 
city council’s 
Committee for Water Improvement, 
which succeeded with the passage of 
$1.9 million bond issue to build the 
present water treatment plant, new 
wells and other facilities most of the 
town 
now 
probably 
takes 
for 
granted 
Genest feels that establishing the 
traditionally friendly mutual regard 
between Vandenberg and Lompoc 
was 
easy, 
that 
it 
proceeded 
naturally from the types of people in 
both communities.
